The managing director of the Nigam, Mr T.H. Chowd- 
hary, who performed the bhoomi puja for the new 
antenna, said the existing antenna, once decommis- 
sioned, would be rciv~nated and rectified with the 


latest equipment.

Mr Chowdhary said the Nigam had extended interna- 
tional subscriber dialling (ISD) to 140 more countries in 
the last ten months, bringing the tally to 164.
